4. That an accurate record IB kept 


of all duplicate taxes collected and 
of tho monej'H returned. 


B. That he had acted on the advice 


of the District Attorney and. of-his per- 
sonal 
counsel, George W. Re«d, who 


assured him that he was-obeying the 
law In all respects. 


That he Is prepared to account at 


any time to the proper person or au- 
thority for every dollar handled by him 
officially." 


"I have returned the great bulk of 


taxes paid In duplicate," said Mr. Bar- 
ber." to a reporter. "The sum now re- 
maining In my hands is In the nelgh- 
borhodd of $1300. About $700 of this 
amount was paid In this year's taxes. 
I keep a record of duplicate payments 
for each year in a. separate book, and 
rrotltr tnH^paraonm t»"wfto>m the money 
belongs at tha end of th« year -after 
I have ma.de my final settlement 
the Auditor- end. Treasurer. ' ' '

"About ant -third of this year's du- 


plicate taxes must be returned to one 


man. 
J. H. T. Watklnson, . who has 


made, duplicate 
payments -to the 


amount of {231.13. If I paid this money 
into the county I would have to swear 
that it belonged -to the county and 
second would still toe personally liable 
to Mr; Watklnson for the return of 
money paid (o me by mistake. 


"Double' taxes and duplicate pay- 


ment of tax?s do not mean the eame 
thing. 
Double taxation 
relates to 


double assessment of the same piece 
o£ property. 
Duplicate payments re- 


lates to where, the .same .assessment 
has been paid more than once. It of- 
ten occurs-that the same piece of prop- 
erty is assr ssed twice, sometimes to 
the same'pe-son .and sometimes.to dif- 
ferent persons. Those double assess- 
ments are ;r charge1 against the Tax 
Collector or' the Auditor's books and 
mu*t be-ace ounted- for In the ordinary 


way. 
If Is the duty of the Tax Col- 


.e.ci or, 1£ he discovers such double as- 
sessment in time to collect only one 
and make a sworn return to the Auditor 
of the-facts. If he inadvertantly col- 
lee's both assessments he Is required 
by law to pay the rnoney,lnto the Coun- 
ty Treasury because he Is charged with 
It on the Auditor's, books. ' He- must 
pay it In"to make his settlements, and 
the owner pan', only. get It returned 
by making a verified demand of the

In case I paid it in, it would 
have to be accompanied by a list of the 
names of the owners, and the law does 
not require the Treasurer to keep ac- 
counts of this character." 


GEO. 
REED'S STATEMENT. 


"Much stress has been laid on a de- 


cision rendered by the Supreme Court 
affirming the removal of one Varnum 
Tax Collector of San Diego county/for 
retaining 'double' taxes and 'knowing-* 
ly, ^wilfully 
and 
corruptly 
devoting 


them to his own use,", said George W 
Reed, attorney for Mr. Barber. ."Thar 
the' Tax Collector not only withheld 
m'dney'that the'law required him fr 
pay Into the county but actually em 
bezzled.lt. In my opinion, Mr, Bar 
ber' has no more right to pay dupli- 
cate tax payments into the county than 
he'has to giva'it away In charity. He 
has no right to pay It to anybody but 
ite. lawful owjier. The decision in the 
Varnum case has no application 
to 


Barber's. The law governing hla con- 
duct.is clearly stated In County of 
Mendoclno vs. Johnson, 125 Cal., 337, 
a rule laid down subsequent to 
the 


X'arnum .decision. 


•"The court says: 
"'A payment to the Treasurer In a 


mode other than that expressly pro- 
vided by law would not exonerate the 
Tax.Collector or his bondsmen from an 
action at the Instance of the county, 
unless proof %vere made that the coun- 
ty actually received 
the money. 
In 


other words, the Tax Collector, or any 
other debtor of the county, Is entitled 
to his acquittance from 
the 
county 


only when he has complied with the 
forms of law governing his payments 
Into the treasury. 
If he sees flt to 


adopt an unauthorized mode of pay- 
ment, he will be. exonerated when he 
can' make it appear, not only that he 
has paid the money, but that the coun-" 
ty, has received It. The mere deposit 
with the Treasurer would not be proof 
sufficient thus to exonerate him. 
It 


would be In (he nature of an Individual 
deposit made at t^e party's private 
risk.'

of any county, city, town or other pub- 
lic or municipal corporation coming 
into the hands of. any officer thereof, 
shall immediately be deposited with 
the Treasurer or other legal deposi- 
tory to the credit of such town or oth- 
er .corporation, • respectively, for 
the 


benefit-of the fund to which they re- 
spectively belong.' 


"This refers to moneys for 
which 


the Tax Collector is required to ac- 
count to tha Auditor 
or Treasurer. 


There is no fund In which duplicate 
taxes conld be -paid 
'n or 
lawfully- 


charged to. If paid In, It woiiia have 
to' go Into' the' general fund, and it Is 
doubtful If the owners would have any 
way of getting it out. In any event, 
the Tax Collector's bondsmen would be

People of Salt Lake Give the Chief 


Executive a Warm Welcome- 


Great Street Parade.

SAL.T LAKE, Utah, May 
29.—The 


special train bearing President Roose- 
velt and party pulled into the Oregon 
Short Line station from the 
North 


promptly at 8:80 this morning, amid 
the clamor of dozens .of locomotive 
and factory whistles, the shrill yell* 
of hundreds of cattle-punchers 
and 


aheep men and the enthusiastic cheer- 
Ing of several thousand people congre- 
gated in the railroad yards and nlong 
the streets leading from the depot. 
As the President stepped from 
the- 
train he was met by Governor WellE, 
Mayor Thompson, Colonel J. W. Bubli 
and Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, 
who has been In Salt Lake for severa 
days waiting to Join the Presidential 
party. The President 
shook 
hand* 
warmly with them and after chatting a 
moment, the entire party was escorted 
to 
carriages. 
"With 
the 
President 
•were seated Secretary Loeb, Governor 
Wells and Mayor Thompson. As soon 
as all the members of the Presidential 
party were escorted to the carriage;!, 
the ride through the uptown streets to 
the city and county building, where the 
President was to deliver his first ad- 
dress, began. On the north side 
of 
South Temple street and 
stretching 


for blocks were lined the 
military, 
civic and fraternal .organizations form- 
Ing the parade, and sixty carriages t'f 
the Presidential party. Preceding the 
President's carriage was an escort of 
thirteen mounted police in command tit 
Captain J. B. Burbridge and .Grand 
Marshal Ben Heywood and aides. A 
special escort to the President of flfly 
Bough Riders, splendidly mounted ar.d 
In typical plainsmen's 
attire, 
came 
next. Four mounted troopers, two on 
either side of the Presidential carri- 
age, formed the President's personal 
guard. Immediately following the car- 
riages of the Presidential party, head- 
ed by the Regimental Band, came 
a 
battalion of the Twelfth United States 
Infantry and the Twelfth and Twenty- 
second field batteries of the 
Unltod 
States Artillery Corps, all in command 
of Colonel J. W. Bubb. The second di- 
vision was composed of the National 
Guard of Utah in command of Brlg- 
ftdler-General John Q. Cannon. In the 
third division were the veterans of 
four wars, the G. A. R., the young mon 
of the- Utah regiment which saw serv- 
ice in the Philippines and a few bent 
and grizzled old men who fought in the 
Mexican and Black Hawk and other 
Indian wars. 
In the fourth division 
were the uniformed marching clubs of 
the Elks. Maccabees and other fratern- 
al organizations. Bringing up the rear 
were nearly 600 mounted cow-punch- 
ers and sheep men, the true Western 
rough riders. 
Coming from the most 
remote corners of the State, many of 
them having ridden over 150 miles over 
rough trails to greet the head of the 
n: 'Ion. 
these 
sun-burned 
brawny 


- plainsmen In their 
sombrerors 
fmd 


faded blue shirts, formed the most pic- 
turesque part of the long parade and 
the President rose in his carriage find 
bowed again and again in response to 
their wild cheering.

San Francisco dealers can carry on a 
business in Berkeley free of charge. 
The board took up the question of 


gpeclal licenses. A tax of $5 was placed 
upon every express wagon drawn by a 
single horse and $10 if drawn by two 
horses. 
Companies using more than 


on-e wagon must pay $1* apiece for so 
doing. Junk men must pay J15 a year. 
When the matter of taxing bill post- 


ers came up, Trustee Staats moved that 
they be made to pay $250 a year. Af- 
ter some discussion It was fixed at $50 
a auarter. 
This high rate Is meant to discourage 
the placing of bills on tho Berkeley 
fences, and detracting from the city s 
beauty. 
Two dollars •will be thu 11- 
sanse on dogs.

ENGLISH NEWSPAPERS STIRRED 


UP BY CHAMBERLAIN'S 


ASSERTION 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—As a result 


of the thorough overhauling of the rosters 
of lha Po>5toffice throughout the country, 
Fostmaster-Generat 
Payne 
today 
an- 


nounced his approval of instructions re- 
ducing the salaries of assistant postmas- 
ters at fourteen second-class postofflces 
to 50 per cent .of the salaries of tho re- 
spective postmasters. 
Among these are 
Ponce and San Juan, Porto Rico, and 
East St. Louis, 111. He has found thirty- 
six officials in the postal service who hold 
office under designations not authorized 
by law and directed that their positions 
be changed to conform to the law govern- 
ing them. 
They were In New York, 
Boston. Brooklyn. St. Louis, Washington, 
Louisville, Los Angeles ar.d Chicago* and 
eight .other office*. 
Among those designations not author- 
ized by law are "superintendent of sta- 
tions," "auditor of stations," "inspector 
of stations," etc. Violations of the iaw, 
which fixes the maximum salary of clerks 
in second-class postofflces at 
$1,000 a 
year, except In the case of assistant 
postmasters, will be corrected at Lead- 
vllle Colo., and three other places. 
Tho investigation disclosed eight post- 
offices B.t which In all thirteen clerks re- 
ceive more than the salaries to, which 
their designated position as "assistants" 
entitled them, and In these cases tho 
Postmaster-General has 
directed 
the 
salaries to be accordingly reduced. Most 
of these excessive allowances were made 
during the administration of George W. 
Beavers, who suddenly resigned as super- 
intendent of salaries 
and ' allowances 
immediately after the investigation of the 
affairs of the postoffice department be-

Columns of comment fill the afternoon 
newspapers and every one

"Does it mean dissolution?" 
-Some people maintain that the Govern- 
ment 
contemplates appealing to 
the 
country on preferential trade and old nge 
pensions immediately after the close of 
the present session of Parliament .it the 
beginning of August, while others main- 
tain that the Government has not the 
slightest Intention ot»fgivlns up Its uiiux- 
pired term of office. 
The Telegraph, generally semi-inspired, 
says: 
"The issue could not be voted on for at 
least eighteen months, but in tho mean- 
time the Government will give the coun- 
try and Parliament every opportunity to 
discuss it.
